15 Low- Rent Projects 
Are Announced By 
USHA Head 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (UP) — 
U. 8. Housing Administrator Nathan 
Straus today announced presiden- 
thal approval of $32,632,000 in loans 
for 15 low-rent housing projects in 
eight cities. 

The USHA has contracted with 
59 local housing authorities for 
loans of $265,054,000 and, with ear- 
markings, has made commitments 


for $576,104,000 in 90 per cent loans 
to 142 cities.
